Ogdensburg Seeks Help to Match 
Future With Its Bright History

OGDENSBURG - This faltering little village which is wasting 


•way in the absolute heart of Waupaca County is like a tarnished 


remnant of a burnished dream 


Created deliberately by Caleb S Ogden. an 


upstate New Yorker who had long vision and high 
hopw, his namesake village was whacked out 
of the pmey woods as a pure, unsullied invest- 
ment It was Ogden's plan-and his hope that the 
handmade community would be a source of 
profit to him 


No man can say ill of such a plan or such 


• hope, all cities grow from a basic fact—cu- 
P'dltv Ogden was a shrewd inventor and an 
adrmt politician Step by step he planned the vil- 


lage with the reasonable assumption that it would become the Wau- 
paca County seat 


First, he purchased virtually 


every inch of land Then he built 
a store and a sawmill to at 
tract settlers Then he had the 
•ate of the village platted care- 
fully and competently (by G 
W. Taggert) m that it would 
be suitable for the county seat 
.Its Main Street today shows

Affairs Center. For serious-minded citi- 
lens, interested and concerned about the 
state of the world and the relations of the 
United States to other nations, we highly 
recommend the series.

In this issue on Page B7.) 


WBAY - TV will carry television pro- 


grams for the series coordinated with the 
newspaper articles. Booklets giving back- 
ground information and posing some of 
the most pressing questions on each sub- 
ject are available for those who wish to 
read up or form study groups. In this area 
the; program is sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Extension Center and 
Lawrence College. Discussion groups are 
already organized at Lawrence College and 
at the Y.W.C.A. in Neenah. 


Last year the Great Decisions program 


ran into opposition in Green Bay from the 
American Legion, based on an investiga- 
tion by another Legion post in Georgia. Al- 
legations were made at that time that 
some members of the Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation were leftist and that the material in 
the Great Decisions program was slanted 
toward a socialistic or communistic society. 
We were unable to find a trace of such 
slanting. The booklets presented each year, 
as well as the newspaper and television 
programs, gave a fair and honest presen- 
tation of the issues. 


There are serious problems facing the 


United States in the world today despite 
our perhaps temporary triumph in Cuba. 
The new Great Decisions program Includes 
as discussion topics such important matters 
concerning all of us ai the Common Mar- 
ket, Red China and the USSR, India, Laos 
and Vietnam and the Alliance for Progress 
in Latin America. If we are to judge In- 
telligently our government's activities as 
well as to Influence them as voters we 
should know as much as possible about 
these subjects. 


County Government Reform 


The many proposals being submitted to 


this session of the legislature for moderni- 
zation of county .government testify to the 
growing awareness of the people in Wis- 
consin to this very real problem. 


A constitutional amendment has been 


Introduced to remove from the state con- 
stitution the requirement that all county 
government in the state must be uniform, 
regardless of the size or population or char- 
acter of the various counties. This makes 
sense on all counts, but the earliest such 
an amendment could be submitted to the 
people in a referendum is 1965, and if 
adopted, 
enabling 
legislation for 
any 


changes would have to come from the 1967 
legislature. 


Assemblyman. Quinn of Brown County 


has re-submitted the same bill which passed 
the Assembly two years ago but was pi- 
geonholed in the Senate providing that 
county boards if they wished could estab- 
lish the office of county executive. Almost 
all advocates of extending the county exec- 
utive system which Milwaukee County en- 
joys to other counties in the state agree 
that the Quinn bill is of limited value since 
it makes the system voluntary with each 
county board. And there is a good ques- 
tion whether this bill does not violate the 
uniformity clause. 


Representatives of the eight counties in 


the state with 100,000 to 500,000 popula- 
tion are organizing to push a bill which 
would provide for a county administrator, 
appointed by the county board, and which 
would also change the method of represen- 
tation on county boards in those eight 
counties. 


There appears to be general support for 


the county administrator idea. An admin- 
istrator is an appointed official, as distin- 
guished from a county executive who would 
be elected by the county-at-large. 


But the question has been raised in 


Outagamie County what can be done to 
strengthen the executive branch of county 
government right now, pending the out- 
come of legislative consideration of these 
various plans. 


Outagamie County is unique in all the 


state in the organization of its county 
board in that it has an executive commit- 
tee. There may be a good chance for Outa- 
gamie County to experiment right now 
with what can be done pending legislative 
or constitutional reform. 


The basic problem is that there is no 


chief executive officer provided in Wis- 
consin county government. Townships have 
their .chairman, villages their president, 
cities their mayor, etc. But counties have 
a board of supervisors, the legislative body, 
and a judicial system, but the only execu- 
tives are the constitutionaj officers like 
sheriffs, clerks, etc., elected for specific 
and well-defined duties. There is no one 
officer 
i responsible for the executing of 


the legislative acts of the county board. 


This board elects a chairman and by 


law his function is to preside over the 
board meetings. Whatever executive func- 
tion! he assumes, he does so at his own 
risk. 


The proposal has been made that the 


Outagamie County Board should instruct 
the chairman to assume the responsibility 
for coordinating county executive func- 
tions. And that the executive committee 
assist him in this role. 


In addition to the constitutional- offi- 


cers, certain other administrative person- 
nel could be added to his staff which would 
help him materially in this job, an ac- 
countant and a purchasing officer, for ex- 
ample. 


The idea is certainly worth serious con- 


sideration. 


The proposals to change the method of 


representation on county boards are made 
with several thoughts in mind: 1. That the 
present system of one supervisor from each 
township, village and city ward produces 
boards of unwieldy she; 2. That represen- 
tation is grossly disproportionate between 
small townships and large city wards; and 
3. That supervisors are elected to repre- 
sent the interests of their small constituen- 
cies rather than the county as a whole. 


The completely opposite alternative 


would be election of a smaller number of 
supervisors from the county-at-large. But 
this is totally impractical, since it might 
produce a field of 100 candidates for say 
20 posts. 


The Milwaukee County" Board has one 


supervisor for each ^assembly district in 
the county. The idea has been advanced 
that the next eight largest counties could 
have four supervisors for each such dis- 
trict In Outagamie County this would 
mean four would be chosen from the City 
of Appleton plus the towns of Grand Chute 
and Center, and four from the rest of .the 
county. It would recognize to some extent 
both urban and rural interests." 


Senator Risser has introduced a bill 


which would allow Dane County to adopt- 
such a system, with four supervisors from 
each of its five assembly districts. 


Probably the best argument for election 


of supervisors from larger districts than 
towns, villages and wards is that supervi- 
sors would then have a mandate from a 
larger cross-section of the county's popu- 
lation. 


There is a good example of this dilem- 


ma current in Outagamie County right now. 
The decision of the county board to pur- 
chase a hot mix plajit and go into the 
business of bituminous surfacing of county 
roads is being protested as an invasion of 
private enterprise. The basic question is 
whether the county should engage in a 
business which up to now has been the 
preserve of private contractors. 


Without submitting the matter to refer- 


endum, supervisors have no way of know- 
ing how the majority of the taxpayers of 
Outagamie County feel about this. And 
every such question which comes along 
can't be submitted to referendum.

Valuable Pictures 


Several of the pictures are of unique historical 


value. One shows the home of the pioneer Northrup 
family, at Broad and Racine Streets, framed in a 
lacework of ice laden branches and broken boughs. 
The house has since been moved, and a medical center 
constructed on the site. 


Another depicts the famed Doty cabin, once the 


residence of territorial Gov. James Duane Doty on its 
original site next to the John Strange home on the 
Neenah river. The so-called "Grand Loggery" has 
been completely reconstructed 
since Velte photo- 


graphed it, and it is now located several hundred feet 
to the west, at Doty park. 


Naymut Street, the pictures reveal, was a mass of 


snow and twisted branches. Elsewhere in Menasba 
the silent holocaust had neatly split a tree on the 
Louis Herziger property down the middle. 


Street Lights Out 


"I Jived across the street from the Northrup home 


at that time," recalled Velte. a resident of the Twin 
Cities since 1912. -Just past Broad on Racine Street 
there were wires down.

$2 Billion 


Now, nearly two years later, 


the United States government 
has paid out or committed more 
than two billion dollars to the 
plan, not all of which is a pro- 
duct of the Kennedy administra- 
tion. Former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower actually got the 
United States going on a stepped- 
up program of 
aid 
to-' Latin 


America. Eisenhower acted after 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
was stoned in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, an incident that empha- 
sized that something was wrong 
With U. S. policies toward Latin 
America. 


The alliance for Progress is a 


plan of the hemisphere nations 
for .social and economic develop- 
ment and its U. S. agency is 
headed by 
Tcodoro 
Moscoso, 


who achieved recognition f o r 
directing Puerto Rico's "Opera- 
tion Bootstrap" plan of 
self-

Moscoso Is a man noted for 


astonishingly frank statements 
almut his job. He has asked how 
the alliance is going, Moscoso 
says: 


Neither as well as we would 


like, not •< badly as some of our 
critics 
say." 


Tlie important thing, he says, 


is that there have been begin- 
nings in the program, and that 
some Latin American countries 
are really poshing it. 


Developments 


Been Isolated cases, such as the 
farmer unfamiliar with powdered 
milk who mixed it with water 
to paint a fence. In a few in- 
stances, surplus food given by 
the United States to teed the 
hungry has turned up on gro<-e~rs' 
shelves in Bolivia, for example. 
In some instances some foods 
were traded in for others more 
to the recipients' liking, perhaps 
in others for firewater. 


In Washington the U. S. Alli- 


ance for Progress Organization, 
an agency under the State De- 
partment, a p p e a r s to be 
functioning as well as one could 
e.*:|>ect of a bureaucracy. F o r 
months it gave signs of utter 
confusion and inefficiency before 
Moscoso took over.

ernments. Newsmen here, for ex- 
ample, receive each week a book 
of about 100 pages reproducing 
press comment, press releases, 
speeches and other items related 
to the alliance. 


Processing Loans 


Another hemisphere agency, 


the Inter-American Development 
Bank, is regarded as doing a 
good job of processing loans un- 
der a special allocation of funds 
provided by the United States 
for Latin American development. 


So far, there have been no

republics seem to be pitching in

Push Brazil 


Emphasis has been on Brazil 


because it is the biggest of the 
Latin American countries, 
has 


the greatest resources, tlie larg- 
est population and, in the belief 
ot many, the brightest possibi!T 
ities. Yet' it has been no easy 
task for U. S. officials to make 
headway there. 


Miguel Arrais, the Communist 


governor of Pernambuco state, 
one of those in the northeast 
crisis zone of Brazil, for exam- 
ple, has served notice on the 
United States that he wants to 
invalidate about $1,250,000 in U.S. 
aid plans for his state. Experts 
hrrc say the alliance plan 
is

Imported Coal Hurts 
Germany's Gigantk 
Industrial Canter

They are talking crisis in the 
Ruhr, the industrial heart of Eu- 
rope. 


The Pennsylvania miner and the 


Middle East oil worker both play 
a part in a story that adds a taint 
of gloom to tales of Germany's 
"economic miracle." 


To the casual visitor, the mighty 


Ruhr Valley may seem just like 
one sprawling city with a great 
many fields, parks and trees. 


Fifty per cent of all coal and 
» per cent of all steel produced 
In the European Common Market 
come from here. Germany's larg- 
est oil refinery, the continent's 
largest zinc plant and Europe's 
largest inland river port — Duis- 
burg—are all in the Ruhr area. 
Over-all industrial output is worth 
more than $10 billion per year. 


And yet, there is an air of cri- 


sis. They call it the coal crisis. 


While consumption of Ruhr coal 


has remained at the same level 
for the past eight years, use of 
fuel oil has increased more than 
ten times, despite heavy taxes. 


IT. S. Ceal 


Imported coal, mostly from the 


United States, sells cheaper in the 
Ruhr than the domestic product 
despite the additional freight costs. 
A ceiling has been put on such 
imports to protect the German 
product. 


Twenty-four pits have been idled 


during the past few years. In 1963, 
at least six more will close down. 
Many> of the hundred that • con- 
tinue to operate are doing so at 
a loss. Dismissed miners have 
found jobs in other industries. 
. 


The 
government 
thinks

creased mechanization may help 
and it is shelling out many mil- 
lions of dollars to assist this pro- 
gress. But mechanization has 'its 
limits with coal seams averaging 
only a little more than four feet 
in thickness—much thinner than 
those in the United States. 


One protective measure would 


be to curb the spread of oil. But. 
the fact is that even some of the 
Ruhr's own blast furnaces are us- 
ing oil instead of coal. German 
homes, which did not know oil 
heating ten years ago, are less 
and less dependent on coal.
